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REMARKS/ARGUMENTS 

I. Status of Claims 

Claims 1-32 were originally filed. Claims 1-32 were subject to a Restriction 
Requirement. After response to the Restriction Requirement, claims 1-32 are elected for 
prosecution. Claims 1 and 2 are amended to correct typographical and punctuation mistakes. 
Claims 1 and 2 are amended to recite proper Markush groups. Claim 28 is amended to correct 
punctuation mistakes. Claim 28 is amended to recite a proper Markush group. Claims 29-32 are 
amended to make the claims clear and concise. New claims 33-49 are added. New claims 33-49 
are directed to particular species of Formulae III and IV. No new matter has been added. 
Support for the claims may be found in the specification. 

II. Response to the Restriction Requirement 

The claims are restricted into eight groups. Applicants alert the Examiner that the 
group numbers are mis-numbered in the Restriction Requirement (there are two Group IVs), thus 
resulting in 7 groups. In its election, Applicants will assume the Groups are numbered I- VIII. 
Applicants elect Group VII for prosecution on the merits. The claims of Group VII are drawn to 
a process of modulating an Edg-7 receptor mediated biological activity with thiazole compounds 
when X is C; Y is C; and Z is C. Claims 1-32 fall within Group I. New claims 33-49 also fall 
within Group I. 

The election of the claims of Group VII is made with traverse. The claims 
emerge from a common inventive concept; a process of modulating an Edg-7 receptor mediated 
biological activity with tetrazole compounds, a process of modulating an Edg-7 receptor 
mediated biological activity with triazole compounds, a process of modulating an Edg-7 receptor 
mediated biological activity with pyrazole compounds, a process of modulating an Edg-7 
receptor mediated biological activity with imidazole or diazole compounds, a process of 
modulating an Edg-7 receptor mediated biological activity with thiadiazole compounds, a 
process of modulating an Edg-7 receptor mediated biological activity with oxadiazole 
compounds, a process of modulating an Edg-7 receptor mediated biological activity with thiazole 
compounds and a process of modulating an Edg-7 receptor mediated biological activity with 
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oxazole compounds. The Applicants respectfully submit that searching the process of 
modulating an Edg-7 receptor mediated biological activity with tetrazole compounds, the process 
of modulating an Edg-7 receptor mediated biological activity with triazole compounds, the 
process of modulating an Edg-7 receptor mediated biological activity with pyrazole compounds, 
the process of modulating an Edg-7 receptor mediated biological activity with imidazole or 
diazole compounds, the process of modulating an Edg-7 receptor mediated biological activity 
with thiadiazole compounds, the process of modulating an Edg-7 receptor mediated biological 
activity with oxadiazole compounds, the process of modulating an Edg-7 receptor mediated 
biological activity with thiazole compounds and the process of modulating an Edg-7 receptor 
mediated biological activity with oxazole compounds would not be an undue burden on the 



III. Response to the Election of Species Requirement 

The Examiner has required the Applicants to elect a single species and a disease 
condition in which the identity of each claim element is explicitly set forth. Applicants' elect 
compound 105 which is set forth below: 



Applicants also elect cancer as the disease condition. Cancer includes but is not limited to 



cancer, uterine cancer, stomach cancer, small intestine cancer, thyroid cancer, lung cancer, 
kidney cancer, pancreas cancer and prostate cancer. 

Applicants submit that pending claims 1-32 and new claims 33-49 are readable on 
the elected species.
